Ho thinks free wool will substantially 
destroy the American wool industry, 
yet urges all woolgrowers not to re- 
duce their flocks, but increase them as 
fast aw practicable, even if need be for 
a time at some loss, for if free wool 
shall come it cannot eudure. 


There are woolgrowers in Nevada 


who contend that placing wool on the 
free list will eutmnce its market value, 
but they are largely m a minority. If, 
as is claimed, foreign wool can be im- 
ported at less cost than it can possibly 
be produced in the United States, it is 
diUicult to understand how the price 
of the home product is going to be 
advanced by putting wool on the free 
list. However, Senator Sherman of 
Ohio, who is credited with being u 
political economist as well as u flLuvn- 
o.jr, declared on the floor of the United 
Sut , - euute that a tariff on articles 
cheapens them, and if this theory is 
correct, i- may increase the price of 
wool to pL.t it on the free list. 


CONGRESSIONAL NOTKS. 


Senator Hoar Scores the Executive. 
WASHINGTON, December 11.—When 


the morning hour arrived in the House 
Kilgore of Texas was about to call up 
the bill for the admission of Utah, 
when Dingley, in behalf of the Repub- 
lican side, made a statement declaring 
that the bill was of too much import- 
ance to be considered during the morn- 
ing hour, but no objection would be 
made from his side if ample oppor- 
tunity was allowed for debate and 
amendment.

As an attempt is being made to again 


delude tLie people with the idea that 
tho old parties are favorable to the re- 
monetizatiou of silver, a Montana 
paper has this to say on the subject: 


"If the people of Montana intend to 
defend the silver industry they must 
go into the ranks of the People's 
Party 
It is the only party that is true 
to silver. Duriug the last campaign 
the Democratic and .Republican jour- 
nals of Montana declared that their 
respective parties were in favor of free 
coinage. These papers will try to fool 
tho people again during the next cam- 
paign. The Neva warned the people 
last fall—nud thousands now wish they 
had listened 
The Xews warns the 
people again." 


Within four years both the old par- 


ties have had opportunity to pass a 
free coinage bill if so disposed. Three 
years ago both Houses of Congress and 
tho Administration were Republican 
and a free coinage bill was defeated. 
Now the parties have chan^i 1 posi- 
tions relatively. The Democrats have 
a majority in each of the t«o Houses 
and have also control of the Executive 
Department of the Government. At 
the special session less than fifty per 
cent, of the Democratic members of 
the Hodae voted for free coinage and 
only ten per cent, of the Republicans 
did so. It is folly with these facts before 
us to expect any relief from the old 
parties and silly to contend that either 
is in favor of remouetizing silver. 


JUDGE BELLINGER of the United Stated 


District Court of Oregon has the cour- 
age and manliness to admit that he 
made a w^ug ruling. In open court 
at Portland he announced that he had 
erred in a ruling made in the Dunbar 
smuggling trial; that conviction could 
not be had on the evidence of an ac- 
complice without corroborative testi- 
mony, and added: "I find testimony 
of an accomplice is sufficient evidence 
for a jury to convict if they believe the 
testimony to be true."

slippery ground, and had better step 
onto terra flrma rapidly and at once.

but neither of these are fit and suitable 
precedents for the President of the 
United States. The people will know 
the truth of the matter."

The Opening of Congress—The Message 


—Prospective Legislation. 


[By C. D. Tan Duzer.] 


The opening of Congress, according i 


to traditional costom, is always an j 
event of great importance to Washing- '' 
ton people. The fact that the new 
Congress was opened in August robbed 
yesterday of many of its important 
•, 


features. Nevertheless a large crowd j 
of curious and politically interested j 
were on hand. The gallery of Congress, 
that portion reserved for the 
"hoi 


polloi," resembles in its make up an 
average police court audience. 
The 


private galleries, to which admission is 
gained only by card, being the coveted 
placed wnere Washington people desire 
to witness the many congressional in- 
cidents of interest that from time to 
time transpire. 


Looking from the gallery a most 


animated scene presents itself to view. 
Three hundred and fifty-six members, 
and a large number of officers, attaches, 
pages and congressional "has-beens" 
to whom the the privilege of the floor 
has been courteiously extended are 
in conversation or in their respective 
duties, which does not offer an alto- 
gether orderly scene. 
Many of the 


desks present a handsome appearance, 
owing to the fact that some Congress- 
man whose ability, or whose long 
service has entitled him to it, has be- 
fore him the choicest of floral offerings. 
Two desks were yesterday covered with 
black. Each somber rapping had upon 
it the golden sheaf of the harvest gar- 
nered in. One of the vacant desks be- 
longed to the venerable O'Neill of 
Pensylvania, whose long term of service 
has entitled him to be called tho "father 
of the House," the other was that of 
Congressman 
Lilly of Pensylvania, 


whose demise has been but lately 
chronicled. 


In the Senate among the many floral 


pieces was one placed on Senator Stew- 
art's desk. It consisted of roses, being 
in the form of a monument. 
On one 


side hung three white chrysanthemums 
and from the other three yellow ones. 
His brother Senators were much amused 
at this symbolic reference to the bouble 
standard and many came up to take a 
sniff at his "bi-matallic" bouquet as 
they called it. 


The chief interest of the day centered 


in the message concerning which so 
much had been said and of which so 
much had been expected. 
Grover 


Cleveland has the reputation of saying 
some forcible things and being a man 
whose opinion once formed no set of 
men can alter. His message was a dis- 
appointment in so far that it failed to 
define clearly his views on an important 
question and it was a surprise in as 
much as it was a manifestation of 
mediocre statesmanship. 
As a review 


of historical events it was fairly good. 
As a synopsis of the Cabinet reports it 
was accurately correct. As a1 statesman 
like message, strong in patriotism giv- 
ing hope to the people awaiting a turn 
of prosperity, restoring confidence to 
business circles by its clearly outlined 
utterances, it was a dismal failure. 
Both parties are disappointed. The 
Democrats faintly praise it because it 
it is party fealty to do so but the Re- 
publicans condemn it both for reasons 
given and because it is signally open to 
well deserved criticism. 


Your correspondent was in the gallery 


at the time when the portion relating 
to Hawaiian policy was read. 
The in- 


stant the Clerk came to the word 
Hawaiian there was perfect silence and 
many members leaned forward to catch 
every word. The interest was intense. 
When after reading some twenty lines 
the whole matter was disposed of, there 
was a general rustle, a buzz of conver- 
sation, disgust and disappointment on 
every face. An international muddle 
of gravest importance, the entire sub- 
ject of which had been secretly kept 
from the public, over which the Execu- 
tive Department has assumed authority 
bordering on to constitutional limita- 
tions, concerning which the American 
people had a right to be fully informed, 
disposed of in twenty lines, tended 
nothing to lessen the criticism which 
has since developed concerning the 
whole paper. 


The reading of the message took 


about one and a half hours and scarcely 
half the members remained when the 
clerk completed its reading. 


The coming two weeks promises little 


of interest to the people, as it will be 
twenty days before debate will begin 
on the tariff measure, and until tarif 
is disposed of there is little prospect o: 
financial legislation, if there be any 
then. The prevailing opinion seems to 
be that this session will witness no 
other financial legislation than tha 
which took place in the repeal of the 
Sherman law.

lare their emphatic condemnation of 
ree wool and of the efforts to reduce 
ae wool duties now in force, and will 
n other proper modes make known 
ae public judgment in favor of ade- 
uate protection for the wool industry, 
tie Senate of the United States may 
* induced to defeat any measure re- 
.ucing the existing duties. 
I therefore earnestly call upon all 
xisting State and local wool-growers' 
ssociations to meet as soon as prac- 
icable and adopt resolutions or ad- 
resses against any reduction of wool 
.uties. In States where no associa- 
ions exist the wool-growers 
peotfully urged to meet, organize and 
id in the movement for protection. 


At an early date and as soon as prac- 
icable I will call a meeting of wool- 
growers from all the States and Terri- 
ories to assemble in Washington, D. 
>., to presant to the Finance Commit- 
ee of the Senate the protest of wool- 
growers against free wool and their

A meeting of the Executive Cornmit- 
ee of the State Board of Agriculture 
as held at the Secretary's office yes- 
erday to hear the report of Commis- 
ioner J. A. Yerington on the Nevada 
uilding at the Midwinter Fair. The 
leeting was called to order by Presi- 
ent Martin and the following mem- 
>ers were present: M. D. Foley, J. R. 
Bradley, W. D. Phillips, P. H. Mulcahy, 


'. K. Hymers and Sacreta'-y Stoddard. 
Mr. Yerington exhibited a front ele- 
ation and plans and specifications of 
he proposed Nevada building, and the 
members of the Board expressed them- 
elves as being well satisfied with the 
uilding, which is to be 60x80 feet, two 
tories high with garden roof for a 
afe. 
Mr. Yerington stated that he had 
hree or four proposals for erecting the 
suilding, only one of which was satis- 
actory. Mahoney Brothers, San Fran- 
isco contractors, agreed to erect the 
Building according to the plans and 
pecificationa, build 500 or 600 feet of 
ewer to connect the building with 
he main sewer, and give bonds to have 
he building completed by January 15, 
894, for the sum of $4,900. This, Mr. 
Yerington was informed, they could not 
afford to do were it not that they had 
>een awarded the contract to erect the 
Viennese building, a $33,000 structure, 
n the vicinity of the Nevada building. 


Mr. Yerington also received a pro- 


posal to erect the building, without 
sewerage and subject to several modifi- 
cations, from George E Holesworth of 
Reno, for the sum of $3.900. Mr. Holes- 
worth required that $1,000 be paid him 
now, $1,000 in twenty days and the 
balance when the building would be 
completed. 


Mr. Yerington stated that the rail- 


road track now used for conveying 
material to the fair grounds will be re- 
moved early next month and that it 
was of the first importance that the 
3uilding be completed and ready for 
exhibit by January 15th. 


A motion by Director Phillips that 


Mr. Yerington proceed and erect a 
auilding in accordance with the plans 
submitted and at u cost of $4,900, and, 
.f possible, arrange with the contractors 
;o give Nevada mechanics the pef erence 
in constructing the building, provided 
they were competent and desired the 
job. 


Mr. Foley objected to the motion on 


the ground that Nevada builders should 
have opportunity to compete for the 
erection of the building and suggested 
that three or four days time be given 
to enable Virginia City, Carson and 
Rsno mechanics to visit San Francisco, 
if they felt so disposed, ascertain the 
cost of material, etc., and make bids. 


Mr. Yerington said he would cer- 


tainly favor that proposition, but the 
time was limited and the Midwinter 
Fair management insists that the 
buildings must be completed by Jan- 
uary 15th. 


After considerable discussion, it was 


discovered that there was not a quorum 
of the Directors present. 


Chairman Martin also called atten- 


tion to the fact that Commissiouer 
Yerington, at, a full meeting of the 
Board, had been empowered to proceed 
and erect the building and make all 
necessary arrangements for the Ne- 
vada exhibit at the Fair. 


It is but fair to state in this connec- 


tion that the sentiment was unanimous 


favor of giving Nevada mechanics

The Japanese pedestrians who are not 


barefoot -wear wooden clogs, or pattens, 
or straw sandals. In either case they are 
kept on by a cord which passes between 
the great toe and the others, the stock- 
ings being made to accommodate, like a 
initten, the great too in place of the 
thumb. The pattens are raised two or 
three inches from the gronnd by cross 
pieces under them four inches apart, and 
they make a great clattering, especially 
in crossing a bridge or wooden platform. 
The majority of the Japanese men of the 
common sort are bareheaded in the street. 
The women never have any other cover- 
ing on the h«ad than their elaborately 
dressed hair, always very black, very 
smooth and very abundant. Frequently, 
though, in these days, the Japanese man 
who Btill wears the native costume sur- 
mounts it with a derby hat, which pro- 
duces a peculiar effect. 


One of the first things which strike a 


stranger is the manner in which the ba- 
bies are carried. We see men, women 
and children with babies on their backs. 
It is not uncommon to see a girl of 6 or 
8 years with a baby brother or sister 
strapped on her shoulders. Thus incum- 
bered the children walk about, play at 
games, stop to look at puppet shows, and 
do what they please, \vithout appearing j 
to feel the burden. The babies are apt 
to be asleep, and their heads swing about 
until you wonder that their necks are 
not broken. The children all seem to be 
merry and amiable. Very seldom is ono 
seen cither cross or noisy. I wish tho 
good missionaries who are beginning to 
swarrn in the country would send home 
the secret of tho excellent behavior of 
the children. 


As a rule, the young and middle aged 


women are quite good looking, subject 
to tho peculiarities of their type. They 
havo smooth, round faces, often with 
fresh color, liquid black eyes, exquisite 
hands and well rounded arms. Their 
feet aro not so attractive, being spread 
out by the use of clogs or pattens. This 
footgear tends to give them ungraceful 
gaits—a sort of waddle—and it is con- 
sidered the correct thing to toe in. Their 
costume, almost always becoming as to 
materials and color, makes them look a 
little dumpish. This is especially the 
effect of tho groat bow of the belt or obi 
worn on the small of the back as much 
as a foot square. In most cases the faces 
wear amiable, contented expressions. 


The women of Japan aro much bettor 


treated than their sisters in other east- 
ern nations, but they are considered dis- 
tinctly inferior to the men and are 
taught from their earliest childhood obe- 
dience—first, to their parents; then to 
their husbands, and finally to their sons 
when they become the heads of their 
households. But this does not appear to 
weigh upon the Japanese woman. She 
is cheerful, docile and contented with 
her lot, happy to serve in tho station ap- 
pointed her, with .-imple tastes and good 
digestion, and point-ness which novel- 
fails. They aro said to be goud house- 
keepers, always observant of their du- 
ties, but the simplicity of their house- 
keeping relieves them of a great meas- 
ure of the care which wrinkles the brow 
of the New England housekeeper. 


Their houses, even the best of them, 


are the simplest structures imaginable, 
containing almost nothing of what we 
call furniture, and their dresses require 
no art in their cutting and manufacture. 
Thus the two great causes of worriment 
from which our women suffer do not ex- 
ist for these simple creatures. 


We had heard so much about the jjei- 


sha girls that we were curious to extend 
our ethnological investigations in this 
direction. Soon after our arrival in Yo- 
kohama arrangements were made by an 
experienced friend for a function at one 
of the be»t tea houses in the city. We 
started at 8p. m., five of us, each in a 
jinrikisha, for a ride to the place ap- 
pointed, about a mile from our hotel. 
We went off at a brisk trot, each human 
nag carrying a, paper lantern. Through 
the crowded streets, p-ound the corners, 
with sharp w.T-ni:1 . we fared, and in 
10 minutes 1 
>;.• U; up at our rendez- 


vous, 
"W • --.,cj.d received with low sa- 


laams, aua after exchanging our boots 
for soft oversocks, were conducted to a 
spacious room, inclosed by paper pan- 
eled partitions. Hero we sat down on 
silk cushions about 15 inches square. At 
the side of each was placed a bibachi, a 
small box containing a live coal imbed- 
ded in ashes to furnish a light for pipe 
or cigar. 
A buxom attendant approached with 


tea things, made a low prostration,-while 
her face touched the floor, and most 
gracefully served tea for us. She also 
brought us fruit and cakes, every step of 
the process punctuated by a low bow. To 
this preparation succeeded six girls, 
quite pretty, neatly dressed in soft crape 
costumes, with smiling faces. Two were 
to play the samisen, a sort of guitar, and 
the others were the dancers. All squat- 
ted and prostrated themselves before us. 
Then the music struck up, the players 
accompanying their instruments with a 
peculiar vocal effort which bore the bur- 
den of the story to be illustrated in the 
dance. 
The dancers sprang to their places and 


the fun began. Each dancer carried a 
fan, the managing of which was an im- 
portant part of the business. The move- 
ments were graceful after their kind 
and perfectly innocent and decorous. It 
was entirely different from those volup- 
tuous eastern dances which caused so 
much disturbance to the sensitive moral 
sense of Chicago. The dance closed with 
a general prostration. Then the dancers 
came forward and squatted in front of 
us- and about six feet away, with faces 
as demure as those of young kittens. 
There were five or six different dances— 
we were fully satisfied as to quantity— 
and then the function came to an end 
with sweet smiles and ' 'sayonaras" (good- 
bys) as we departed.—Boston Herald.
